WEATHER SERVICE INCREASED 

FOR AVIATORS DURING 1922 

The activities of tho weather bu- 
reau of the United States department 
of agriculture In aid of aviation wero 
materially Increased during the last 
fiscal year. In addition to dally fwro- 
caata covering 14 zones Into which the 
country Is divided, issued to army, I ■ - 
navy and postofilce oOlcIals and to tho 
Hying fields, upper-air forecasts were 
school I broadcnat from naval radio stations 
for all zones except two. Special and 
more detailed forecasts for the three 
air rontea from Washington to Nor- 
folk, Va., to Long Island, N. Y., and 
to Dayton, Ohio, wero begun In Jan- 
uary, 1922. aud Issued twico dally, at 
the request of the air service of tho 
army. Individual aviators before be- 
ginning nights were supplied with 
weather Information by telephone. 

Important and GXtcn.iivo coopera- 
tlvQ arrangements between tho air 
service and the weather bureau were 
establlshd to make weather Informa- 
tion of greatest poaalble benefit to 
army aviators. Filers when away 
from their stations are authorized toj 
telegraph or telephone the weather, 
bureau at any time for information as' 
to the prevailing and expected weath- 
er conditions in a particular section 
and to receive a prepaid reply. This

for good roads? 

Is It a business proposition? 

Do good roads take business out of 
a small community or bring trade Into 
It? 

These questions have puzzled many 
a country publisher. 

At first glance good roads might 
concern the retail merchant as a pub- 
lic-spirited citizen rather than as a 
business man. As a fact, there is 
hardly any other factor which can do 
so much for a storekeeper In the direc- 
tion of speeded-up turnovers and in- 
creased profits as a successfully car- 
ried out program of road maintenance. 

This has been discovered by the re 
tall merchants of the northwestern 
section of the United States, where a 
great deal of attention has been given 
within recent years to the matter of 
keeping the main-traveled lines In 
good repair and in keeping them free 
of snow In the winter time so that 
tbe average light car can travel from 
tho outlying sections to tho trading 
centers. It has been found that* be- 
cause of these reforms it has been 
possible for tho storekeeper to In- 
crease the radius of his trade territory 
several times over and to keep turn- 
overs accelerated nil the year round. 

When (he movement for permanent 
good roads first got under way in the 
Northwest a good many of tho local 
retailers were Inclined to frown upon 
tho Idea because of tbe effect such 
public improvements would be likely 
to have on taxes. It was soon brought 
home to them, however, that tbe in- 
creased expense in this direction 
would he Infinitesimal compared to 
the direct dollars-and-cents-advantages 
to be derived. 

The advocates of the movement 
pointed out that whore there are good 
roads there are more automobiles, 
more farmers coming to town and 
moro of them bringing home their 
families, so that tbe store which un- 
der ordinary conditions was drawing 
trade from three to ten miles around 
could Increase Its trading range from 
twenty to thirty miles. 

Won over, the merchants In many 
communities of Wisconsin and Minne- 
sota began not only to express their 
approval of the good roads movement, 
but to givo it their active support 
They woke up to the fact, that It was 
not only a mighty good Investment, 
but a very cheap one. 

Business could be built up by adver- 
tising, special sales events and un- 
usual sen'ice, but the cost of tbeso 
conventional means of sales promo- 
tion had to be borne entirely by tbe 
retailer himself. Here was a sales 
promotion stunt tbe cost of which ev- 
ery citizen of the community helped 
to share, the merchant himself having 
to meet only^ a fraction of the ex- 
pens. 

Last winter In many parts of the 
northwest main-traveled roads were 
kept open all through the season to 
tbe great advantage not only of the 
farmers living near them, but to all 
the merchants along the line. These 
retailers found that the improvement 
was trebly effective on their advertis- 
ing and special sales events. 

"Good roads are one of the best 
things that can happen to any mer- 
chant's DuslnesB ot any size In any 
town," states a bulletin put out by the 
La Crosse Clothing Co., of La Crosse, 
Wis. "Remember that this Is the age 
of the automobile and that the United 
States is the biggest user of tho auto- 
mobile in the world. More than SO 
percent of all motor vehicles In tbe 
world are driven In this country. In 
some states it Is already true that 
every average family has one, and 
they are being sold additional thous- 
ands every day. If It Is not true now 
it aeon will be that virtually every 
one of your customori has a car. And 
If the roads are passable In all woath- 
or you can draw trade not from three 
to ton miloii around, but from twenty 
to thirty. 

"The merchants In every commun- 
ity should he tho leading advocates of 
permanent good roads, of road main- 
tenance and of keeping roads open 
for travel the year round. This last, 
incidentally, Is one of the host stunts 
for morchants that have been worked 
out in late years. It Is spreading over 
tho northwest very rapidly, and If 
your section has not taken It up it is 
behind tbe times. 

"Roads are best in summer time, 
when farmers are generally too 
crowded with work to bo able to use 
them often. In winter, when the far- 
mer has usually plently of time to 
come to town, tho roads are usually 
Impassable to automobiles. The Idea 
is to keep them clear of snow as much 
as possible so that the average light 
car can travel without too much trou- 
ble. Already In many parts of Wiscon- 
sin and Minnesota mjiin traveled lines 
arc being kept open all through the 
winter, to tho consequent advantage 
of all farmers living near them and 
all merchants along the lino." 

The bulletin also points out how tho 
small-town retailer can cash in on the 
automobllo tourist trade by making 



"If your town has a tourist camPT- 
and most towns have them nowadays 
with the increasing popularity of mo- 
tor touring as the great American va- 
cation sport — you might find It pro- 
ductive of a good deal of extra busi- 
ness to make a daily practice of visit- 
ing tho camp In the evening to wel- 
come the visitors to your community 
and incidentally to find out If they 
have any wants that your stock will 
fill. 

"Mighty few tourists can travel for 
long without buying various things 
along the route. Food, of course, you 
will sell Uiem if you carry it, but we 
don't mean food so much as other ar- 
ticles, such as clothing, sporting 
goods, etc. Touring Is hard on clothes, 
and getting things laundered Is an 
ever-present problem with most tour- 
ists. Many of them start out with no- 
tions that walk the plank after a few 
days' experience. Then they are In 
the market for khaki clothing, over- 
alls for the kids and In general Just 
the sort of bard-wear apparel that tho 
average general store sells. 

"Alsp tourists are cash customers 
and less likely to haggle about prices 
than others because they have the 
holiday spirit, in which money seems 
less Important than a good time and 
getting what one wants when one 
wants it 

"So send a clerk or go yourself if 
you have time and welcome the tour- 
ists." 

This Is the general viewpoint' of tho 
live merchant 

And upon the live merchant tho 
publisher must depend for business. 

One of the chief points of consider- 
ation from the angle of the newspaper 
mr.n Is that to cash in on good roads 
merchants must advertise.

"Wliat has ho far boon Bald in this 
Beriea of nrUclee on tho Importance 
oC buying of homo-town merchants an- 
pUea Tvith equal force to tlio farniers 
reHldIng in the vicinity of Antloch 
as It (loos to those who reside within 
Its corporate linrlts. 

Bringing his patronage to the mer- 
chants of Antloch moans money. In 
his pocket. It is not a question of 
obligation but a question of i.-Tofit. 

Probably by far the greatest progress 
that has boon made in induatry In tho 
past 100 years has been achieved as a 
result of tho division of Industry, Time 
■was when tJie farmer raised shoop, cut 
their wool, raised fodder to food his 
flock over winter, dyed tlio clips, spun 
them Into wool with family or hired 
help, wove thom into cloth, took 'them 
to market and bartered his rolls of 
goods for something else. that he need- 
ed. 

All the processes of whatover lino of 
activity ho engaged In. had to be per- 
formed on his farm. And eierytblng 
bad to bo run on a small scale In con- 
Bcquonco. 

With tho Introduction of ihe divi- 
sion of labor tboro was brought about 
a big change. We have no time to 
trace this movement step by step, or 
to go Into minute detail, but In n gen- 
eral way the new development worked 
out so that the farmer wan freed of all 
tho operations except raising the 
sheep and clipping tho \sool. Some- 
body else dyed it, a th :d spun It, a 
fourth wove it Into cloth, a llfth cur- 
ried It to market, a sixth sold it, and 
so on. 

Principle Is Same 

If tho farmer ungated In sometblng 
else besides Bheep-ralsln;^, *be details 
■wore different but the ];e:icral prin- 
ciple was tlie same. 

Just what tliese details are Is un- 
important, but what is important Is 
that ho Is now responsiblo for only 
one of the six or more jobs. Ho can 
perform his ono Job bettor, as a re- 
sult, and on a larger scale. Where 
there wore six chances for him to suf- 
, f er loss before, there Is only ono; be- 
sides, ho can concentrate his atten- 
tion on this ono job, so that he learns 
to perform It better than ever before, 
with less lost motion and on a large 
scale. 

This brings us again to the farmers 
who today are owning and operating 
farms about Antloch, 

They gVow grain, but they do not 
have to invest in mills and grind It to 
flour; they have dairy herds, but 
creameries and cheese factories free 
thom of the necessity of working their 
own product Into butter and cheese. 
And BO on. 

Half tho people in tho United 
States are on farms — ^pcrhaps less 
than that. To make us a self-sustain- 
ing nation, therefore, each farmer 
must raise enough to feed his family 
and some other family. But ho raises 
more tlian that, because ho is en- 
gaged in farming to mako money, , and 
ho must produce a surplus for general 
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n.-rjjroads Carry. Sh.lppln^.^. 

Tho task oTinfti^'in^ Tie has dei'o- 
gatcd to the railroads, and the "task 
of selling ho has delegated to the 
BtoreB. He trucks Ills potatoes 'and 
other vegetables, apples and -. other 
orchard products, hay, gfalns,.'buttcr, 
cheese, eggs, cream, milk and wbat- 
Qvor else hia place yields, to town. He 
sells them to the elevator and to the 
general store. Thoy piiy him cash and 
assume the respohslblUty of getting 
these products into the hands of tho 
actual consumer. . ' " ' 

In all fairness, tho principle of reci- 
procity-obliges the farmer tt> patronize 
tho merchants of Ajitioch,' In.'tuJrn 
for articles ho' needs."'. .ThoharciwajQ 
merchant and Implement dealer' de- 
serve ^hls patrpnago- In Jmplemcnts 
and tools; tb6 grocer," 'fbodstiiffs, flour 
and provisions; tho butcher, .fresh 
moats; ;tho drygoods merchant, cloth"-' 
Ing anU slmtlar needs, Kfi'd'feo on all 
tho yfdy down tho line. • '
